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PREFACE. 


Charles Kobejit Wilson died in Eiiglaiid on the 24t]i 
July, 1904. At the time of his dcatli he liad in an advanced 
.state of preparation the second part of tlie second volume of 
the Early Annals of tha English in Bengal. This second part, 
dealing with the Suinian Embassy, has l)(',en completed and 
published (1911) with a preface by Jhat di.stinguishcd scholai', 
the late ]\[r. William Irvine. Tliere had also been printed off 
the whole of a third volume of the Annals, with 1 he exception 
of the Introduction which had not been commenced, and the 
Index which remained to be com})iled. Tliere had also been 
printed olf the fiist thirty-two pages of a fourth volume, and 
some sixty-two jiages of tlii.s volume arc extant in clean 
proof form. In regard to the almost complete Volume Til, the 
feeling expie.sscd by Mr. Irvine as to the Part IT of Volume II 
has, over .since I knew of the existence of the jninted 
sheets, been my own in regard to Volume III: ‘'the fruit of 
great labour and stre,miou.s research ought to be nuifle available 
for those interested in the subject.” The Covernment of India 
has most gcncron.sly placed the .sheets in my hands, and I feel 
certain tliat all students will be glad to have the ])rc.sent volume 
made available for their study, although, of course, it cannot 
be all that Dr. AVilson, had he lived, ivould have made it. 

Dr. Wilson’s Introductions were more than introductions. 
They were beautifully ivritten narrative histories, and were 
based on much wider sources of information than those repro- 
duced in his text. My personal feeling is that we needed to 
have the letters to and from Bengal and the Court before we 
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Jiad the Coiisultatious given ns in either suunnaries or in extenso. 
The conclusion of Dr. Wilson’s Annals will leave a gap in the 
history of the English in Bengal, for we have at present no 
published work dealing witJr the years between 1722 and 1756. 
It is my feeling, however, that the student who undertakes 
to deal with that gap would best be left free to deal with the 
subject on his own lines rather than those of Dr. Wilson. 

To Mr. William Foster, cm. k., I am indebted for the portrait 
of Governor Feake ; to Miss L. M. Anstey for the portrait of 
John Stackhouse and for informatioir concerning the Feake 
Family ; to Mr. J. P. E. Falconer for the portrait of his 
ancestor, Thomas Falconer. 

In the first v'olume of tlie Annals, Dr. Wilson gave tJie 
<;urreiit English spelling of .such juunes as Delhi and Agra. 
In the present volume he writes Dihli aiul Agrali. He is 
indeed not quite consistent, as will be seen in the Index. 
Per,sonally I regret the change. 


I would like to coiiclude this preface with an exjjression 
of my own deep gratitude to its distinguished author. I 
enjoyed for several years the great privilege of his friendship- - 
an association based on a taste foj: tlie studies in which he 
was a master and hallowed by that love of holy things which is 
so prominent a feature in all Charles Wilson’s work. In the 
days when I edited the Indian Church Quarterly Review, 
Dr. Wilson was one of my most ready supporters, aird the 
memory, not oirly of the aid liberally afforded to me in 
historical research, but in nratters of religion, in which we two 
formcl ourselves rrnited in devotioir to the old paths, has made 
the present endeavoirr to rescue a part of the Annals a work 
of pride and affection.

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J. Samuel Feake becomes Governok. 

Between the hours of six and seven of the evening of Saturday, 
December 28th, 1717, the llojiourable llobert Hedges, Es(j., President 
and Governor of Fort William in Bengal, departed this life. On the 12th 
January, 1718, the Honourable Samuel Feake, Escj., lately Chief at 
Cossimbazar, took his place at the Council Board, ajid accordingly the 
Commission and keys of tlic Foii. were handed to him.^ ” The ]\cw 
Governor, at the time of accession to the chair, was not more thai\ 
thirty-five years of age and he had spent nearly half his life in the 
country, having arrived in T5engal on the 2fith May, 1700.2 

In the year 1707, William Ihigden and Sam\i(‘l Feake, under an 
escort from the Dlwan, had gone to Cossimbazar to obtain, it possible, 
a sanad for free trad(‘ at the cost of Hs. 25,000 sic(;a rupees.'^ On April 
the 3rd, the news of Aurajigzcb’s death reached Calcnttab aiid ‘‘th(^ 
whole town and factory being thrown into contusion, ” the Com])any, to 
secure their settlement from attack by the neighbouring zamindars, 
ordered that sixty black soldiers be taken into the Company’s service, 
and posted round the town. Bugdeu and Intake were bidden “ to come 
down at ()nc(% and bring all the Compajiy’s t l■(nlsure they hav(‘, alsj) tlie 
ruj)ees ju’ovidod for the ])ayment of the sanad.” 

The hit(' Mr. W. Irvine has told us tliat Mir Jadar (Murshid Quli 
Khau) was removt^d from the office of Diwan of Jhaigal, and was not 
rc-a])pointed to Bengal luitil the 2nd Muharram 1122 TI. (Mandi 2nd, 1710) 
after the assassination of Zia-ullah-Wtau.'’ In ^lay 1715, Governor

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Hedges resolved to come to close quarters with the Diwan, and to 
resettle the Factory at Cossimbazar. On the 23rd May, we read : — 

Mr. Addams Second in Council whose right itt is to be Chief at 
Cossimbazar being proposed Declares He is fully resolved to 
j pturn to England by one of the next ships dispatched hence 
And requests that Mr. Samuel Feake, now’ third, in Councill 
here (to w'hom he gives up his right to that Station), may in 
liis stead be appointed Chief of Cossimbazar, whiidi Mr. Feake 
accepting of ifct is Unanimously Agreed that Mr. Samuel 
Feake be appointed Chief of Cossimbazar Factory.*'^ 

The story of Feake’s endeavours at Cossimbazar is traced by 
Dr. Wilson in the Iidroduction to Part I of Vol. II of the Amiah, and we 
will not attempt to rci)cafc w’hat has been said. It is enough to notice that 
Feake, when he took uj) the office of Governor, had obtained a very 
considerate know ledge of tlie W’ays of the Nawab Mir Ja‘far (Murshid 
■Quli Wian.) 

From the inscription on Samuel Feake's monument in Henham 
Church, Essex, w'c learn that his wife w^as '' Anne, daughter and heir of 
John Hampton of Hampden of Fort St. George, Madras (relict of Captain 
Thomas Newland).’^ According to the inscription, this lady died on 
board the Devonshire East Indiaman on her passage to England, 10th 
May, 1723, aged 34. If the age given is correct, she must have been born 
about the year 1689. Thomas Feake, the son of Samuel Feake and 
Anne, his w’ife, W’as baj)tised on 4th June, 1714. In the year following 
another son, Charles, w%as baptised on November 1st. In 1717, 3rd July, 
a daughter, Anne, was ])aptiscd. There appear to be no extant 
Baptismal Registers for Calcutta after the entry of the baptism of 
..'Vnne Feake until February 1721. On 21t]i September, 1721, another 
Feake girl, Mary, was baptised. The Burial Register show^s the 
name of “ Nathaniel, son of ye Hon’ble Samuel Feake, Governor 
Infant,” against 14th September, 1722. According to the inscription 
there were two sons of the name of Thomas, one whom the inscription 
aays died in India, aged 6 months,” and the other Thomas Feake, 
Eeq., Chief of Dacca in the East Indies, 7th October, 1751.” 

The period of Feake ’s governorshij) lasted till January 17th, 1723, 
when he was succeeded by John Deane. The present volume, therefore.

The venture of the re-opening of the Patna factory, the firm hand dis- 
played by the stopping of Indian shipping in the river when the Paujdar 
at Cossimbazar proved troublesome, and the quick steps taken in regard 
to the misdoings of the Patna factors all seem to show that Governor 
Feake was a man of energy and decision of character. If it be suggested 
that he failed to make the best use of the advantages wen by 
Surman’s Mission, it must be remembered that the Court of Directors 
showed themselves unfavourable to the acquisition of territorial posses- 
sions. They grudged ‘‘ the necessary charge of soldiers to protect them 
from or keep off insults,” and, as the cost each year in the deaths of 
escorts sent up to Patna is proved by the burial registers to have been 
heavy, we cannot blame the Directors for wishing to avoid long marches 
to defend our bounds.” Henry Frankland, while in England in 1720, 
pleaded the great advantage of possessing the 38 towns, and the Directors 
felt inclined to have ‘‘ such of them as lye on or within aboufc two miles 
of the bank of the river,” and a dock on the other side of the river, 
where “ the river is not rapid there,” was in their opinion desirable, but 
they cautiously added that this was “ not to be ])ublickly hinted at lest 
it alarm the Government.”^ 

The return of the Surman Embassy from the Mughal Court had 
formed a triumphant ending to the life work of Robert Hedges. The story 
of the embassy has been told by Dr. Wilson and his Editor in the Second 
Part of Volume II of the Early Anmls of the English in Bengal, Thanks 
largely to the services of Surgeon William Hamilton, the Embassy had 
succeeded ju securing from the Emperor Farrukhsiyar nearly all their 
requests. They were granted freedom of trade in return for the yearly 
peshkash of three thousand ru])ees : their purcliase of zamindari rights 
in the three towns was confirmed : they were to be permitted to purchase 
similar rights in thirty-eight other towns : their Madras rupees were 
exempted from discount : they were to liave forty bigas of land “ in any 
place where they may have a mind to settle factories,” and the faujdars 
were forbidden to seize the cargo of wrecked ships or exact a “ quarter 
part of salvage.” The farman was discreetly silent as to a free use 
of the Murshidabad Mint, Most of these favours proved to be nugatory

immediate gains effected by the Surman Embassy were almost nil, 
there is much truth in Dr. Wilson’s words ; In Bengal it placed the 
local government [the Nawab’s] technically in the wTong so long as 
the farman and the orders of the Emperor were disregarded, and 
it consequently furnished the English with a standing quarrel which 
they might take up any time. This they at last did after the catastrophe 
of the Black Hole, and the withholding of the rights won by Surman were 
put forward by Lord Clive, when he broke with Siraj-ud-daulah, and 
entered upon the conquest of the country. The soldier completed, and 
more tlian completed, what the ambassador began.”^ 

2. General Survey of Political History 1719-20. 

It is now necessary to say something about the relation of the pro- 
ceedings recorded in the present volume to the contemporaneous history 
of Indian Empire. In the Introduction to Part IT, Vol. II of the Annals, 
Dr. Wilson has described the circumstances in which Farrukhsiyar was 
placed on the throne by the two Sayyad brothers, ‘Abdiillah-Khan 
and Hussain 'Ali, the weak though i)i some ways not an attractive 
character of the ill-fated Emperor, his failure (on orthodox Mughal 
principles) to rid himself of his far too ])owerful patrons, and his utterly 
futile patronage of their mortal foes. The story of Farrukhsiyar’s 
miserable ending — ^Iiis capture, his torture, and his death — ^lias been told 
in full detail by the late Mr. William Irvine in the article on “ The Later 
Mughals ” in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal (1904). 
Blinded and unable by reason of his polluted state to continue reciting 
from memory the Quran, which he knew by heart, the dethroned 
Emperor wrote the lines : — • 

A heart is mad with wine, give it wim^. 

It is consumed with fire, give it fire. 

To him who asks the state of my heart, 

Breathe out a sigh, give but that as reply. 

On the 27th or 28th of April, 1719, the Ex-Emperor was, after a 
fierce struggle, strangled in his prison, the executioners, to make sure of 
Tbheir work, having stabbed his inanimate body. Thus perished one to 
whom when a boy, the son of the English -loving Prince "Azimu-sh-shan, 
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the English Factors had sent gifts of toys, and in whom,i when 
Emperor, they had based considerable expectations. 

Farrukhsiyar, on his downfall, had been succeeded on the Peacock- 
throne by a consumptive youth, who was proclaimed under the style 
and titles of Abu, I-barakat, Sultan Shams-ud-din, Muhammad, Rafi‘u-d- 
darajat, Badshah, Ghazi. The health of the new Emperor had been 
also undermined by his cult of the opium drug, and so, early in June 
1719, he besought the Sayyads, who had kept him entirely under their 
control, to allow him to abdicate in favoUr of his elder brother, Kafi'u-d- 
daulah. The miserable lad was sent back to the harem ; on the 6th 
of June he breathed his last. The elder brother was proclaimed as Shah- 
jahan Saui, or the second Shah .Tahaii, but he remained a mere puppet 
in the hands of the two great king-makers. The attempt to give up that 
opium habit which had hastened his brother’s death, seems to have 
been fatal in Eafi'u-d-daulah’s case : he died in camp at Bidyapur on the 
17th or 18th September, 1719. To these short-lived Emperors succeeded 
Prince Roshan Akhtar, a grandson of the Emperor Bilhadur Shah : he 
assumed the title of Abu-l-Fath, Nasir-ud-din, Muhammad Shah, Badshah 
Ghazi, and reigned until the year 1748. 

In May 1719 an attempt had been formed at Agrah to set up a rival 
Emperor. The person selected for this idea was Prince Nekusiyar, the 
eldest surviving son of Prince Muhammad Akbar, the fourth son of the 
Emperor ‘Alanrgir. On August 19th the Agrah Fort surrendered, and 
the pretender was sent off to join the other captive princes at 
Salimgarh, where he died in March 172.3. 

In these years the drama of Mughal history moves TOth extraordinary 
rapidity. On the 8th October, 1720, the Sayyad, Husain ‘Ali Khan, 
was assassinated. His brother, ‘Abdullah Wian, thereupon, marched on 
Delhi, and Prince Ibrahim, a brother of the two short-lived Emperors, was 
brought out of prison and set up as a rival to Muhammad Shah. On 
the 13th of November the battle of Hasanpur was fought, and ’Abdullah 
Kh an defeated and taken captive. The capture of Prince Ibrahim 
followed in due course. On October 11th, 1722, ’Abdullah Khan died 
of poison in his prison.^ It is he whom Surman has described as “ the good 
vizier,” and the late Mr. Irvine has de.scribed him as “ remarkable for

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forbearance, patience, and extreme humanity.” Both of the Sayyad 
brothers, writes Mr Irvine, were “ friendly to the poor and nomoppressive 
in disposition, but Husain ‘Ali Khan was, in contrast to his brother, 
passionate and vainglorious. Brave as soldiers, they were in the acts 
of intrigue unable to contend with the genius in that line of Nizam- 
1-Mulk, the veritable author of their downfall. 

Re-establishment of the Patna Factory. 

In their letter of the 2nd of Febniar}', 1713, the Court of Directors 
had given orders that the Factory at Patna was to be abolished, but it 
was not until January, 1715, Edward Pattle* was able to withdraw. In 
the present volume we shall read of the re-establishment of the Patna 
Factory, ami the sad fate in which two old servants of the Company 
were involved by their miscojuluct of the Factory’s affains. The success 
of the Surman Emba,ssy stimulated the English to attempt to obtain 
facilities .for their trade from the new Subahdar of Bihar, Khan Zaman 
Bahadur, great reliance being placed on the Imperial farman. The post 
of Chief at Patna was successfully claimed by Mr. Samuel Browne® who 
had arrived in India, with already the rank of a Junior Merchant, on the 
17th August, 1710. Hugh Barker, who as second, accompanied Browne 
to Patna, had arrived as a writer precisely one year later. 

The pajjers here printed show how dangerous the voyage to Patna 
was as the time ; the death registers to be consulted at St. John’s Vestry 
are even more eloquent. Browne, however, prospered on his journey, 
“ having met with great civility from Government all the way up, mth- 
out any e-xpense except a trifling present to the Phowsdar of Mungeer* 
for assisting his boats to pass that Fort.”* On their arrival the Factors 
took possession of the “ ground granted to us by the Kings Royal 
Phirmaund.” They visited the Subahdar, who received them with great 
civility, and stated in open ditcan that he “ had forgiven the English the 
usual yearly Pishcash, and they might buy and sell and go on with 
their business without the least molestation.” At the same time, 
however, it had to be admitted that the ” Subah expects a handsome 
present yearly as in the time of Agent Chamock.”® From Patna the 
Factors are able to dispatch the latest news of the Mu g hal Court.

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Oil June 25th, 1719, the Council, beir^g ordered to reduce their 
number to seven, ^ recalled Browne, and appointed Edward Stephenson 
Chief of Patna, with Thomas Falconer as second. The journey of the 
newly appointed Factors was an adventurous one,- but they arrived at 
Patna on the 29th of August The reason given by the Council for 
Browne’s recall had evidently been a diplomatic one. On November 
the 28th we get a first hint as to the ill management of Messrs. 
Browne and Barker,”^ but on 8th December the Council say that 
they had '' covered our real reasons for the removing Mr. Samuel Browne, 
in regard we were unwilling to slur or sully their reputations, before we 
had certain proofs of their dishonesty, or that they had the opportunity 
of endeavouring in person to defend themselves against the several 
charges laid to them.”’'* The Council’s complaint against the Factors 
is revealed in No. 1369, and it is not necessary in this place to 
enter into the details. The story is evidently a bad one. How 
patheti(j is the account of the sale of Browme's personal effects. 
On 2nd August, 1720, the Register records the Burial of Mr. Samuel 
Merchant. On the 11th Catherine Browne® writes to the Governor: 
“ I shall wholly surrender and give up for the use his Creditors. My low 
circumstances disabling me to clear any of his Debts, I do hereby sequester 
(being ignorai\t of the Law forme in these cases) ever^’thing.”^ On 
September the 10th the Council ordered that cverj^liing belonging to 
the poor lady excej)t her wearing apparrell be disj)osed of and the 
produce divided among her creditors.”® 

To return to Patna* - Messrs. Stephenson and Falconer were having 
no happy time in the position from which Browne and Barker had been 
removed. The farmiin w'as held to be of no account, as it emanated from 
the Sayyads, who kept the King prisoner.” In No. 1456 there is 
reference made to a ‘‘ new road,” a mystery which remains for solution. 
On 14th July, 1720, the Council resolve to write to Patna and severely 
check them for their credulousness and showing themselves terrifyed at 
any rumour that flyes through the Country.”® On 26th September, 1720,

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'Stephenson and Falconer aro promoted to be of Councill at this Board, 
but it being necessary for one of them to return hither,” Falconer is 
recalled to Calcutta.^ 

We notice that on the 5th January, 1721, “ the Great Williamson ” 
tjied,2 and Mr. John Stackhouse succeeds to the “vacanoey at this Board.” 
Williamson bequeathed to Falconer the sum of five thousand pounds 
sterling.^ Mr. John Stackhouse on 25th February, 1732, is to become 
President and Governor and Commander-in-Chief for the United 
Company, but he is to experience the bitterness of Samuel Browne’s 
fate.^ 

4. The IIughli Factory. 

There has becix much controversy iji the past as to the i)je(usc nature 
of the transaction which was efiected in the year 1698 between the 
Company and the Savana Majumdars whom the English regarded as ''the 
Jimmidars ” of the three towns which constitute historical Calcutta. It 
is, however, perfectly clear that, although the "nishaan” of ‘A^imu-sh-shan 
cannot now be traced, the Prince conceded to the Factors the right to 
purchase from the persons, rightly or wrongly described as " Jimmidars, ” 
the three towns of Calcutta, Sutanuti, and Govindpur, on the condition 
that they i)aid " the same rent to the King as tlie Jimmidars successively 
have done.” As a iiiatter of fact the three towjis were part and parcel 
of the ])ersonal Jagir of the Subahdar of J^engal, wlxose havedi in the 
24-Parganas was wisely placed, not at Hughli, but Ilavelishah — a locality 
we can fix in our minds as tvc j)ass the Ilavelishah Kailway Station on 
the East Bengal State Railway, between Barraclq^ur and Naihati. The 
*bai^ndmahy or deed of purchase from the Majumdars, dated Novembei 
9th, 1698, is preserved at the British Museum.^ In the records we shal 
find the payments of rent due on the Subahdar Ja'far lean’s Jagir 
and the student of a later period of Arnglo-Indian history will notict 
how these ancient facts about the Subahdar’s Jagir enable us to under- 
stand the matter of the Jagir bestowed on Lord Clive.

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The truculence of the Mu|^al officers at Hughli is an outstanding 
feature in the history of the times. Even some seven months after 
Plassey had been fought and won by the English, the Naib Faujdar at 
Hughli placed a guard round the Company’s factory, and threatened to 
cut down the English colours.^ 

So far back as the 20th April, 1713, it had beeji determined that as 
repairs to the old house at Hughli were likely to cost more than I'c was 
worth, and as '' it will be impossible to secure it from being washt away 
by the river,” the Company be at no further charge about it.”- The 
records given in the present volume attest the building of a new factory 
and the construction of a new road, but, apart from troubles with 
Ja‘far Khan’s officers, we have little or no light throwji on tin* subject 
of the Hughli Factory. 


5. Ballasor Factory. 

At Ballasor^ we find first of all as Chief or Resident Edward Page, 
who is succeeded on his promotion by Harry Clare, who again is succeeded 
by Cole. We find as Nawab at Cuttack Shuja-’u-din Muhammad Khan, 
a son-indaw of Ja^far Klian. On the latter’s death in 1729, Sujah 
Cawn, as the English called him, succeeded to the government of the three 
provinces of Bengal, Bihar, and Orissa. We are not told the name of 
the son of the Nawab of Cuttack, who as Faujdar at Ballasor, caused 
so much trouble. It may, perhaps, have been the future Subahdar of 
Bengal, Sarfaraz Khan, who was defeated and slain in battle with 
Ali-virdi l^an, on the 29th April, 1740. 

6. Calcutta. 

The present volume throws very little light on the history of the 
development of the town of Calcutta. Feake, during his time at 
Cossimbazar had gained credit with the Court of Directors by building 
a wharf to prevent the River’s encroaching further on the ground and 
washing away the Factory.” This had only cost the Company two 
hundred and fifty rupees, as ‘‘ by making convenient stairs for the

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Gentues to wa«h themselves, he prevailed on the merchants to contribute 
near the whole charge of it/’ Governor Hedges had provided a new dock 
at 'WiWiani, but in the matter of expense the Directors complain 
that Hedges was overseen.”^ We hear of new roads in course of 
constriiotioii in the year 1720.^ 

The references to the Charity School are of special interest since tlie 
early history of that institution has been obscured by legends which 
attribute its origin either to Richard Bourchier or Amirchand, or to 
com])(‘nsation received from the Nawab of Mursliidabad for the damage 
done in the seige of 1766.^ In the present volume we shall find legacies 
bequeathed for the puipose of providing a Charity School, Init it would 
seem that it was not till 1729 an)rthing was done to place the school 
on a permanent financial basis.*^ 

The only Bengal Chaplain mentioned in the present volume is the 
Rev. Joshua Tomlinson. For tw'o and’a-half years following the death 
of Briercliffe, in August 1717, Bengal had heeii without a Resident 
Chaplain. Tomlinson, who for several }ears had been Chaplain at 
St. Helena, arrived at Calcutta on the 23rd January, 1720 (new style), and 
died on the SOth May following. St. Anne’s then remained witliout an 
incumbent until the 27th March, 1722, when the Rev. Joseph Paget 
arrived and assumed the pastoral charge.^ In the abseiuje of a clergyman, 
Mr. Richard Harvey, Surgeon, acted as lay-reader, and received a gratuity 
Irom the Company for his labours. In 1718-19, Mr. II. Franklaud 
was Church Warden : in 1720 William Spencer, and in 1721 John 
Stackhouse.

For the career of Henry Frankland the reader may be referred to 
a biographical sketch by Dr. C. R. Wilson which has been reprinted 
in Bengal Past and Present Vol. In the Journal of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal, Vol. LXVII, Part I, No. 1898, will be found a biographical notice 
of Edward Stephenson, “ An unrecorded Governor of Fort William,” 
by the same writer. Frankland died m Calcutta on the 23rd August, 
1728, and Stepheiivson held office for little more than a single day having 
assumed office on the 17th September, and being superseded on the 18th 
by John Deane, who from 1723 to 172G had been Governor, and now 
returned from England with a commission to resume his authority. It 
was to Stephenson, Orme resorted for information for the second volume 
of his history. The following inscription is cut in stone on the Church 
floor of Crosthwaite Parisli Church : —

. January 28th. Compliments of the Persian Tongue he says Via.

, 1 In I 7 I 8 moon was now on Jimuary 21. January 25 was Sri Panchami. 
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I wrote you last tbe 9^^ of Zitbidge [Zu-l-bijjah]^ in perticular concerning the 
Durbar [darhair^ Affairs which without doubt you have received and well noted, 
The Copy whereof I here enclose. The present State of Affaires stand thus, the 
9th 1)0 at Night Sudder Saddool [sadru-s-sadur] spoke to the King concerning 
our Affaires but to little purpose. His Majesty holding this opinion that his new 
Fhirmaun \farm3n\ be sent to all Ports, To which the Sudder [^8adru~s-sadur\ 
answerd that if it was sont, the Way to Mecca would be stopt, The Affaires of 
the Sea and Sea Ports woud be ruin'd And they are very great Merchants and 
Worthy of Favour, The King Reply ’d let the Plurmauns Ifarmans'] be sent 
to Jaffercaun [Ja'far Khan] and Hyder Coolicaun [Haidar Quli KhanP and 
if They Certainly know that a Quarrell will ensue, then to wave it. As for 
Favour what is that. I Ordered that their Doctor shoud stay here and I 
woud make him Two or Three Thousand Munsub [mansah] and bo perticularly 
kind to him. They woud not hear but took him with them and went away. 
They woud not please me so much. The Sudder [sadru-s-nadur] hearing the 
King say this, thought fitt not to present my petition least it shoud not be 
granted, So that He must Seal the Phirmauns \_farmani] and so All oversett ; 
At present tis the Time of Rejoycing so no Bussincss to bo done, As soon as 
it is over, in two or three days I shall Petition. Also the 9^*^ at night the 
Vizier sent my Petition, He has wrote in his own that Cojah Surhaud 
rKhwajah Sarhad] the English Factor has been with him and gave a petition 
which comes herewith, That They are great Merchants, The Support of the 
Ports and worthy of Favour and have always had Esteem, I am in hopes their 
Petition will be granted. I went the 11*^^ into the Duan A am {^dlwan-i-dm] 
and paid my Respects to the Vizier, he told mo he had sent in my Petition 
1 said I was in hopes he woud be so kind as to speak to the King about it 
Face to Face; Ho answerd depend on It, and so went in and was in private 
with his Majesty, I also gave 3 other Azzys [‘ar?i«] to Boguechund [Bhogchandp 
to give him within. Ho shew'd them the Vizier and said I have sent one 
in already, keep These till That comes out. The in the Jeshun \^'iashan\* 
Zandee Caun [Ziyau-d-Din Khan] spoak to Enaitulla Caun [* Inayatullah Khan]® 
concerning our Affaires and seemed discomposed that all the Kings Affaires 
should receive such Turnes, These Orders ought to have past my Books, but 
I know nothing of Them, with what Sense did They give at First, so soon to 
Alter what given and thereby disturb the Trailick of the Ports and this will bo 
a great Occasion of Trouble, I certainly will speak to the King about it. I 
likewise before spoke to Hadgce Salla [Haji Saleh] the Mecca Ambassador and 
sent him to Enaitulla Caun [‘ Inayatullah Khan] so he had heard of it before.

Caundora [Khan Danran] wrote to Hyder Cooly Caun [Haidar Quli JOian] by 
Two Oonyeyances Concerning the Affairs of Bengali and Surat so far as relates 
to us to be answered in 22 days, The people are not returned but dayly 
expected. I have so managed Bay Creperam [Eae Kirpa Bam] that if Hyder 
Cooly Caun [Haidar Quli Khan] writes against us, that It shall be alter’d, 
He also having wrote to Suratt as he ought in our favour, So I expect he 
will return as favourable an Answer. What can I write of the Blunder[? or] 
Syed Sallabat Caun [Sayyad Salabat Khan] who is neither fish nor fiesh, Who 
has eat 60 or 70 Thousand Bupoes of the Companys and yet in this Case 
woud never Speak once to Caundora [Khan Dauran] but when he meets 
me, says I have received a Letter from M** Snrman what Answer can I 
give, I answer what you sec write, as for me I use my Endeavours, To which 
ho says tis well. He spoak once to Caundora [Khan Dauran] something 
displeasing since when He dares not Speak again. God protect Cuttub-

Houb^® Sir and Sirs, 

We were in hopes we shoud not have any farther occasion of troubling 
your Hon^ Siv^ with Repetitions of pro and con in relation to Cojah 
Surhaud [Khwajah Sarhad]. Nay its certain we have acquitted our Selves in 
giving a perticular Account of his strange behaviour and laid his Villianies open 
to publick View by Two Letters apart for that Purpose. It is not unlikely but 
he may have had some small Notice thereof, and so by way of Returne Endeavour 
to palliate his own Offences by attacking us with Misbehaviour. This tis very 
probable has occasioned the writing of the Late Letter to your Honour Ac? which 
pursuant to your Ilon^ Orders now lies before us to answer.

to go to Europe to buy Karietys and thereby Gain a Bui work against his Credit- 
tors. The seeming inconstancy of the Court he now makes a Plea of as if Our 
Honb*^^ Masters Interest kept him there not his own and accordingly gives 
you an Account of the Durbar Idarhdr^ and his transactions with a Face as if he 
had an Order for it, and so would lay the whole Charge of his Stay there upon 
our Ilonb'® Masters His Prosecution of his own Affairs since our departure 
plainly proves We had a right Notion of his designs So tho present pica is 
invalid and of no use and We humbly Conceive that the Account he gives of 
Court ought to bo regarded as from an infected person Who would Lead Our 
Honb^^ Masters into farther unnecessary Expenccs. His desiro of such a 
Sum as 50,000 Rs. is unaccountable and nothing can answer for him but his 
unbounded Assurance. 

Tho Story he tells your Hon^’ Ac. of Gov^’ Boones desire of Our Stay 
here till ho had made the Phirmauns [f anna ns] Curr^ in Suratt and the 
Answer thereto given is in some Measure true It was a private Letter to .John 
Surman from Gov^’ Boone but ho did not think proper to answer it with- 
out consulting as a publick Affair and what was wrote in return was exposed to 
and approved of at Our board and of which your Honour Ac. has a particular 
Account in our Consultations besides which We had full Orders from your 
Honour Ac. Who were our Employers to leave the Court as soon as We could 
possibly finish our Affair And to this Time our Reason convinced us We did very 
right in leaving the Court and that it would have been much more for Our 
Masters Honour and Interest had Seerhaud [Sarhiid] done so likewise, which 
in our opinion sufficiently confutes this his second Slurr and still serves as a 
reason to prove his Stay there was upon his own Account by the reason he fetches 
now, which He could not have when we left him. Wo have very good reason 
to believe the Notion was instill’d into Gov^^ Boone by Seerhaud [Sarhad] 
himself that if possible Wo coud be brought to Consent to his Stay there We 
might supply him with money. 
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Thirdly, We are pretty well acquainted with Seerliaud [Sarhad] yet We 
cannot but bo Something surprized with his unaccountable peice of Impudence. 
We appeal to your Honour &c9 to overlook our behaviour from the beginning to 
the End, when It will be found how wo have sacrificed our own Interests to 
prevent even the risquing that of our flonb'® Masters Could wo have 
been brought into Seerhauds [Sarhad*s] Villainous Intentions There would 
have been no Impeachment, whereas his Accusation is a certain Sign We 
never did. His Temptations from time to Time our Diary, Consultations 
and Letters largely mention and to which We must refer What ho 
intimates of Barkers Notations your Honour &c. has and will have 
before you, Tho Vackiels [_vaklls^ had a design to bo Nibbling at the Presents on 
pretence of Custome to receive so much per Cent but wore baulked which made 
us cautions to see every thing of a large Value deliv^ord before us as wo did all to 
tho Vizier, Caundora [Khan Dauran] Tuckerubcaun [Taqarrub Khan] ‘ 

Great Ministers and We never went without Seorhaud (Sarhad) in our Company. 

The Closing the Letter is as Rediculous as tho rest of it and still servos to 
show your Honour <fcc. tho Man He woud be doing of Mischeif but having 
exhausted his Stock of Lies, ho pretends to raise a Jealousieof what he is able to 
say farther Had he any good Grounds at all to attack us without doubt your 
Honour &c. woud have long since heard of it. As for the Exponco of the 
Negotiation the Presents made and bribes applied. We never had any Private 
Methods, Scerhaud [Sarhad] is Witness to Them all and nothing was ever done of 
that Nature without his Consent as will appear in our Consultation Book whore 
M*’- Barker has duely signed for him Ho is Villain enough Wo believe to say or 
deny any Thing but Wo are Satisfied that can have no Effect since there is so 
good a proof as ho upon the Spott. 

This Letter seems to us as if design’d to arriro after the departure of John 
Surman for England if possible to lessen his Eepute with your Hon*' Ac? 
Without having an Opportunity to Clear himself Wo humbly Conceive that the 
Behaviour of Soerhaud (Sarhiid) from the beginning to the End of this Negotia- 
tion has been of very pernicious Consequence and not having attain'd his Ends at 
all, lie now grows desperate so what ho alledges should bo taken as from an 
Outlaw or a Had man We shall conclude referring all to tho J udgment of your 
Honour Ac?.

Rupees, sinco when on the 27^^ March last wo received a Letter 
from Roo{T.hund [Rupchand] formerly our Vacqueel \j)akir\ at 
Patna adviseing thiit the Sooba Seerbulluncaun [mbahddr Sarbuland 
Khan] our entire enemy was turned out and Syad Oaun Jemma Caun 
[Sayyad Khan Zaman Khan] appointed Sooba \_suhahddr'] in his stead, 
whereupon we wrote an Arzedarst or a Letter Ordering 

Eoopchuiid [Rupchand] to present it to the new Sooba [sdbahddi^ 
and at the same time to congratulate his accession to that dignity 
and request his favour for our trade at Patna according to the 
Priviledges granted us by the King. In Answer whereto we have 
receiv’d a Letter from Roopchund [Rupchand] the 30^^^ Ultimo 
enclosing the before mentioned Grants, Viz. the Subahs Perwanna

the 12U' at 6 a Clock in the morning then set our foresail and stood in with the 
land as near as we could lye NW & NWBW, wo had too much wind to 
cairy our topsails, at 8 this afternoon we made tho Dolphins nose off Vizaga- 
pa tarn bearing NW N we wont into 30 fathom water then I called a Con- 
sultation of my Officers to desire thoir opiniou about standing in and anchoring 
they all agreed that if we anchored any where upon the Coast with that Gal# 
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of Wind and Sea all the anchors and Cables in the Ship would not hold us, 
and I must be of the same opi inion myselfe* then we wore and lay ^nder a 
mainsail and Mizzeii with our head to the ward till 12 at night then wore 
and Jay with our head in lioping for better Weather to anchor some where on the 
Coast as near Vizayapatam as w6 could and send them advice wliere we were. 
In the morning we found the weather as bad as ihe day before so was forced 
to bear away for Bengali, so much Wind and sea I never inett on Ihe Coast be- 
fore. IVlyselfo and O dicers have all attested this paper and are ready to make 
Affadavitt as soon as shall be required.

I advised your Hon*' &c’> S*'** by the Heathcot whom wo mott in 4'^* 30“* . S“ 
Latt^^- and about 2‘^- W. of the S. E. part of Zoloan after which we had in- 
different winds with which we stood to the W. ward so as by our Accounts to be 
very near the three Irmanoes Islands and notwithstanding I belcive your IIou**'^- 
&c*} S*^ will allow that we wore then in a very good Meridian to gain our Passage 
and to stand to the N^- ward, yet I being willing to have the advanta‘4e of a very 
frank wind would have kept more W.ly but tho winds took us W.ly and in the 
S.W. board, which obliged us to hall to the ward and when wo drew near the 
Aquinochial we had the winds often to theN«- ward of tho W,( with very uncertain 
weather with which winds we sovcrall times tackt, and stood to the S. W. after 
which linding the wind and weather variable thought it might bo owing to our 
being near tlio Aquinochial as is common in most parts of the Globe We stood to

a Country bhip, wherein they advise tljat the Hon^’^° Compauys 
Ship Success being dispatched the of September, she sailed 

out of Madrass Hoad the 21®^ in the morning early, about 
midnight of tlie same day, being by computation thirty leagues 

distance to the South East going to try the pump which had 

been sounded about two hours before, and then had no more 
than five inches water, d]hey found to their very great surprize 
five foot water in the Well and tim Tumps all choakod, in less 
than a hour alter the water had gain(‘d upon tlunn two foot 
more, and the Ship was brought down with lier Leegunhill under 
water, to ease her they lioisted out the longboat and cut away 
the Leeboome, as ?oon as the Longboat nvas over tli?e side above 
twenty of the Ships Company jumped into her and eutt her loose 
every body expecting the Ship would go down in a few rainuetts, 
the Captain afterwards gott over the quarter into the Longboat, 
there remained about thirty persons on board Iho Ship which still 
made fresh way through the water her head to tlie Westward 
they having before made a tack to the land, the wind at South, 
the People remaining in the Ship endeavoured to lighten^ her as 
fast as possible by cutting the anchors from the Bows and throw- 
ing every thing overboard they could come at, and by baling, ngt

Sometime since Wee having notice of Jeyram Coleu [Jairama kblu,} 
Monday, Renters of the Buzzar that was 

March 2 nd. indebted to the Hon’^‘° Company and had run 

away being att a Town about seven miles to the Northward belonging 
to Rambudder Jemendar [Rhmabhadra zamindar'], Wee then sent some 
of our Burkundasses [barqandaz] or Country Gunmen to endeavour to 
apprehend him which they accordingly did, but Rambuddors [Rama- 
bhadra’s] people falling upon them as they wore bringing him away, in 
the skrimish he got clear three of our people being wounded, and some 
of his besides one or two killed out right. 

On this occasion making inquiry found this Jemendar [zamindir] 
had a Towne which lay close on our bounds wherein was some of his 
relations whereupon Wee Resolved to besett the Town and seize upon 
an Uncle of his with a Kinsman and a Servant supposing by that 
meanes to oompell him to deliver up our man Jeyram Coleu [JairSma 
Ad/fl] ; but instead of treating with us in that manner. He impudently 
seized on One of our Merchants Gomastoes [gumashtahti] & plundered 
him after which he seized nine of our Tenants which had business 
towards bis Territorys to the Southward of us of which Complaint 
being made, and Wee seriously considering the ill Effects which 
must attend the Hon^® Oompanys future Affaires should Wee so 
easily pass by such insolent Treatments from the Jemendars 
\%qmind&rs\.

aged his men to fall on us) that he did not value sixty Soldiers &

‘ The outhre.ak rt Agrah fort began on tho 18t.h May 1719 N.S, 7tfi May O.S. ; amf next day 
Neknfliyar was shown to tho people from the top of the fort gate, with a royal, i.o., red 
umbrella over hi.s head. Nekusiyar, third but eldest surviving son of prince Akbar (fourth son 
of ‘Alamgir, born 21st Soptomlw 1057 N.S., died at Mashhad, 3l6t March 1706 N.S.), was born 
on tho 4ih December 1679 N.S., and since Iho early part of tho year 1681 had been 
a prisoner in Agrali fort. Mitr Sen, Brahman, his private servant, had gained over the 
garrison. The malcontent nobles, Nigamu-l raulk, Rajah Jai Singh SawSe, and Chhabllah Ram, 
Nagar, governor of Allahabad, wore .supposed to bo ready to t.ako Nekusiyar’s side. Nir,am-ul« 
inulk, then in his government of Mslwah, procrastinated as usual and waited to see 
“ which w^ay the cat jumped ” ; Chhabllah Ram became entangled in a zanundari rising at 
KSlpI, engineered by Muhammad Khgn.

Thmsday, whioh came by Ship Oxford a Country 

16th Juno. gl^jp wherein they advise they shall dispatch the 

Queen & Dishouverie in July or August and some other Ship in October 
for which Reason they desire wo would Send them up upon ffreight 
one Thousand bags of Petro because all the Company s Vessells under 
their direction are fully employ’d, they Send us also enclosed an 
Examination of four Sailors at Negapatam as came out in a French 
Interloper with the Emperours Commission who arriv’d at Nagoor^ 
near Negapatam the latter End of Aprill last, they have since been 
tindly Receiv’d by the Danes at Trincombar they likewise advise 
that said Ship designs for Bengali. 


Declaration taken from William Van Sawell of Mastrigfc, Jan Adolf Bmg 
of Gottenhorg, Johannes Pecn of New Castle & John Smith of Scarburg, 
all four come from Ostend & came out of Ship Call'd the Emperour 
Charles hound to the East India's, & on the Instant arrivd at Nagooro 
which is an hours Journey to the Northward of Nagax^atam and under tho 
Government of Tangor. 


They declare it thirteen months since they came from Ostend in tho 
Ship named the Emperottr Charles, she was formerly named the Grijfine a 
Zealand Caper, she now carrys forty eight Guns & ono hundred & fifty 
men including Eight and twenty Officers besides Twenty four boys, tho main part 
of them are flemfiiings with Some French and English, tho Commander is 
a French man Ly birth, his name is Do la Morvcille, the first place they camo 
to* was Corl in Ireland where they took in Cows and Water for tho 
Voyage, the AVater which they took in at Ostend proved foul & not fitfe 
for drinking from thence wo saild and the Second Captain named . . • 

Gerbrands was born at Ostend; and a merchant whose name wo know not. 
Wo had an English Merchant who was part Owner of the Ship disagreeing 
with the Captain was putt ashore in Ireland & took in another in his 
X)lac0, from thenoo we saild to Jago where wo lost two anchors and had 
but ono Anchor when wo saild from thence to the Capo of Good Hope, when 
wo arriv’d there the Government would not give us any assistance, from 
thence wo was forced to sail to Sardaw Day where we stayd Six Weeks and 
took in Befreshmont, whilst wo was there wo were informed of tho arrivall 
of the King of Franco his Shipo at the Cape, & in our passage wo met her 
at Sea who gave us Water and other assistance, Whilst wo was at tho Cape 
of Good Hope a Certain Merchant named Moyen who como off with his Wife 
& Daughter and brought two anchors with him, whose family is still on

from the Cape to Sardaw Bay, from thence we saild for India and the ffrst 
place we touch'd at was Anjango on the Coast of Mallabar an English Settle- 
ment where vre came to an Anchor, the Second Captain went on Shore and 
meeting with no assistance came off much dissatisfied from thence, Wo went 
down the Coast and came to an Anchor at the White Pageda where we found 
affrench Vessell with two Masts in the road, our Captain Went on board of 
her with a Komish Priest which could Speak Portugueze, from him we were 
supplyed with Liquors, the Captain of the French Vessell desired We would 
repair his boat that was unserviceable to him, we took her on board and 
refitted her, but our Ship sailing bctler than the French Vessell, we arrived 
at Nagoor some days before him, where wc deliver’d him his Boat when ho 
came to the Eoad, and then we sent our sick men on Shore. 

When we was on the Coast of Mallibar wc took in a Small Quantity of 
Pepper, when they sail’d out of Ostend they declared that thc[y] design’d to 
do no harm to any Ship on the Seas, and before she saild out of Ostend she 
rais’d her sailors by boat of Drum declaring they was bound to the East 
India’s but never mentiond to what Part or how long they Should bo out, the 
pay which they give to their Sailors is from twelve, Thirteen, fourteen, 
fifteen, sixteen Gilders per Month, the ballast of the Ship is Guns and 
doublcheaded Shot, the Cargo is fine[fire?]arms, Swords, Corail and Broadcloth, 
she has the Emperors Passport and has throughout the Voyage wore the 
Emperours Colours but Since She came ui)on the Coast she uses French 
Colour?. 

The Cheif Mate of the Ship is an Amsterdamcr named . , . Vorbarg 

who was formerly in the Dutch East India Companys Service who is very 
well known at Negapatam, the Second mate was born at the same place whoso 
name is John .... the Third mate is an Ostender bis name is Francis, 
the Second Commander is either an Englishman or an Irishman his name is 
9 . , . Bee, they have on board a Roman Preist that is a Frenchman who 
is the Father Confessor to the Commander of the Ship.

us that the 10^^^ of Juno arrived the King William from England, 
on the 2"'^ July the Malbrough & on the 13^^' the Towmend 
the latter having been four months on her passage, and that the 
Ship Cadogan bound for our port touchd at Fort 8^ Davids the 1®* 
of July & having stayd there a few days to refresh her men 
who were very sickly saild by their Koad for our port & that

Twenty Chests of Silver they have already Coind & twenty

eight were covenant Servants were killd or drownd in getting off, the 
rest with the Deputy (Tovernour got on board ship Metchlapatam 
then in the lioad having sent the Women and Children before with 
the Companys Books & Treasure ; they proceeded to Batavia & 

from thence by the assistance of the Dutch to Negapatam & arrivd 
with them the 6^^^ of Julj^ they know not what is become of 
Moco Moco a Settlement to which Bantall Factory was removed 
but purpose to send a Europe Ship thither as speedily as they can.

& some of them threw their Guns and Chests of Cloaths over board. 

The Ship was seen in Safety after tho storm was over & the 
Cossimbuzar Sloop gone to her as ho supposes to bring her in he writes 
if possible he will supply her with an Anchor & Cable. 

All the Companys Sloops having been gone tbis month past 

& more, waiting for their Expected Shipping from Fort S*- George 
and there being a Sloop here belonging to John Oassels one of our 
Pylots burthen about Fifty Tons. 
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Aobeed. That we hire her for one hundred & fifty rupees (which 
is not more than half what she might earn where She full freighted to 
Ballasore) & load hpr with Anchors and Cables of proper sizes for all 
the Sloops as likewise Two for the Ship, which they are to deliver on 
board wherever they meet her & proceed with tho rest to Ballasore 
with all expedition, least for want of them tho Sloops should not be able 
to come over the Barr to assist in tending up tho Ships hourly expected 
from Madrass.

him that they came with a Commission from the greatest Emperour 
in the world King of 26 Kingdoms to make a Settlement in the Mogulls 
Dominions and at the same time gave out that their Ship was 
ballaflted with Silver upon which the Moores directed them to proceed 
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to Oobelon^ (a place about six leagues distant from Madrass) where 
they should find some to treat with them and Accordingly they 
went thither & found the Moores very ready to receive them & 
they assisted them in marking out Ground to build a Fort upon, 
Two hundred yards in length & one hundred & eight in breadth 
& Cooleys Iqulis'] were set to work to dig the foundation but the 
Nabob finding no presents oiSerd & having been at some Charges 
in expectation of a very good one grew suspicious of them & by 
making private inquiry at Madrass was informed ho had only to do 
with beggars that their whole Stock consisted of no more than 
one chest of Corals & twenty five bales of Broad Cloth which put 
a stop to their further proceedings in that place from whence they 
design’d to sail in seven or eight days but for w'hat Port they can’t 
advise.

‘Their Letter of the 23'*^^ September came to hand the 
October enclosing their Cash Accounts & Charges Generali for 
the months of July & August in the latter of which to our groat 
Surprize we found five thousand Siccaes charged for Clearing said 
Eogoo [Eaghu] Ponditt with a Paragraph of protended 

Excuses for the Nabobs imposition not at all Consistant with their 
former Letter where they lay the Stress of Eogoo [Eaghu] Ponditts 
[pandifi] having defrauded the King of his Customs but now 
only plead the Nabobs demand of Two Thousand Rupees for a 
Mismanny \jnezbd)iiy & further extortion for his protection during 
this Interregnum. 

Taking into Consideration the inconsistancy of Mess’*®* Browne 
and Barkers Letters and perusing their Cash Account for the month of 
August where they had Charged five thousand Siccae Rupees barely for 
the releasement of a black fellow from prison we immediately Agreed 
in Consultation of the 8^^’ of October to write a Letter to Mess’*®- 
Samuell Browne and Edward Stephenson and Thomas Falconer the 
then appointed Councill at Patna ordering them to make enquiry into

Governour that their examination might be deferred for a day or 
two that they might prepare what they had to offer in their own 
Defence it was accordingly deferred till this Instant. We being 
mett and Mess^’^’* Samuel! Browne and Hugh Barker appearing 
before us the Govoinour Acquainted them of the Severall Charges 
against thorn particularly the 5,000 Siccaes paid by them out of 
the Hon^'^° Companys Cash for their own private and immediate 
Service & so dishonestly charged to our Hon^^"’ Masters to which 
M*** Samuell Browne offered nothing in his own defence more than 
desiring our favour in Consideration of his Family, upon which the 
Governour read the Hon^^° Companys Standing Eulcs and orders 
to him which arc so possitive & direct in cases of this nature that 
it was not in his Power or any of this board to deviate from, 
whereupon M'- Hugh Barker deliver’d in a paper which is annext 
to this Consukation endeavouring to mollifle his Caso which we 
perusing find to Contain no Substantial! defence but rather evasive 
arguments to elude matter of fact, on which the Governour desired 
them to withdraw, when we Again perusing and maturely consider- 
ing the Hon^’^'^ Companys orders in such like Oases, it is 
unanimously Agreed that they both bo from this day dismissed 
from the Hoid'^^ Companys Service, on which the Governour sent 
for them in and acquainted them thereof. 

Hugh Barker delivered in a Petition which he had 
ready in his pockett insinuating M*** Brownes being Oheif and 
sole director of the Cash Affairs, but that is a moer 

evasion as fully appears by his having signed all the Cash 
Accounts with M*'- Browne, his Petition is annext to this 
Consultation.

deliverd in of their Contracts and what remain behind with a particular 
account of their Charactors and Croditt, Si also when its Likely we shall 
have the remainder deliverd. 

Mes8**% Browne and Barker assured us last year (he Nabob promised 
them the remiUanco of the exorbitant demands which had been usuall, and 
that he shew’d them wondorfull favours which encouraged us to Condescend 
to the Extravagant Expeiico they putt tho Company to in resettling] 

Patna Kcsidcncy, it 's something strange he should so soon forgett stich a 
Contract he was so wcdl paid for, in Short we Cannot bear such Impositions 
but must and will withdraw the Settlement unless you can bring lum t( 
more reasonable terms & this you must toll him and Demonstrate to birr 
that we are resolved not only to withdraw but that ho must expect 
will make reprisalls if he pretends to fleece us as lie docs the Dutch o 
others. 

We have receiv’d a Letter dated the 24'^' Ullimo from Mess^^ Brown 
and Barker enclosing their Cburges Generali and Cash Account for th 
months of July & August, in the latter of which to our great Surpris 
we find charged five Thousand Siccaes giv^n to clear a black Banian [hanyh 
Rogoo [Kaghu] Punditt ipandit^ from Prison with a long Harrangue of tl 
great trouble and affliction he had met with, but in Short had ho hoc 
treated ten times worse or even to Death, v:c can see no reason the Cor 
pany have to pay so dear for tho clearance of any black fellow in tl 
Country nor can we pass any such Account without much more Substa 
tiall reasons than any wo have had yet, certainly those Gentlemen forge 
what they wrote us in their Letter of tho 2()'^‘ July last wherein they sj 
he was seized on for twenty Years Customs he had Cheated the King o 
it is most Certain ho could never Cheat them on Account the Oompai 
because they never paid any Custom & Consequently they never ought 
<inr sum for Clearing him from any such like demand. 
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We cannot conclude without telling you this appears to us a very 
(lurk Story & that we expect a very particular [account] of it bona fide from 
you.

The 28'!' Ultimo wo were favoured with your Hon’’ Letter of the 
12 ^ti to which wo now humbly reply, by our former Letter^ Your Hon>* 
were informed of tho Nccces.sity wo were under of di.spatching tho 
boats all together uith an Account of tho Impositions from tho Government. 

Wo observe what Mcs.'"’- Browme & Barker wrote your Honour ifec•^ 
of the wondorfull Civility tho H ibob skew’d them with Ills promise of 
remitting the former dcm?. .ids here, Wc have enquired of our Vacquell 
[valU^ Boopchund [Uupci^and] who was employ'd to adjust tho business 
with the Nabob about resettling Uu’s Factory, ho says he transacted all 
that Affair by tho moans of ono Doelnarramsaw’ [Dilmirfiyan Saha] an 
Eminent Shroff & a great fiiVoiirilo of the Nabobs who undertook

Pandc 1 , we believe our Hon' Masters will bo great Sufferers, & wo cannot 
help observing to your Honour &(v** that they liad Dadncy idddni\ given them 
contrary to the advice of Peraun [Pran] and Severall of our most Substantial! 
Assainys which wc think ought to have been SutBcient Caution not to 

trust them Shea Golamuiomud [Shekh Ghiilam Muhammad] and Mier Ismael 
[Mir Isinadlj are able to Comply with the Ountraets but as it is to be questioned 
whither they will wc have included them iiiulor this bead, further in (Jase they are 
not inclinable to discharge their Ballanccs, we shall find it very DilGcult if not 
impossible to com pell them, By Messr^ Browne and Barkers private Contracts 
with the Compauys Assamys [ci.sa>;/75j our Masters have not been nor 

shall be Sufferers which they would hare boon greatly had not your Honour &c'^ 
sent us hither for they both several! limes deni indei a proportion with the 
Company of wliat Salt Petro received according to their Tceps & very 

freely owned they would have done so had your Hour continued in them 
the power, Nay JVH' Barker went so far as to demand it in writing in the nature 
of a protest because we would not Consent to their having any till the Companys 
Teeps [Aip^] were fully Compleated. 

According to Your Honour orders Wo have made a particular inquiry into 
the Cause of Bogoo Punditts [Kaghu imprisonment For whose release 

five Thousand lliipcos was paid & charged by Moss’’'^ Browne & Barker to 
the Ilonb*® Companys Account. Wo have examined the .man himself who 
declares that he was imprisoned for buying Ophiiun without the City contrary 
to tho Nabobs express order, he further declares that bo two or three 
times wrote to tho Gentlemen that were here desiring them to excuse him 
from medliug in any such affair, being apprehensive of the Consequence but 
they sent him repeated orders 1o buy and they would protect him so he was 
oblig’d to comply. Tliey wore frequently cautioned likewise by Peraun 
[Pran] Soot Deloll [SutI, dalldl] & Sheak-Golom-momud [Shekh Ghulam 
Muhammad] (ihe last of whom had with their Consent given an obligation 
in their names ibat they should not buy) not to meddle therein for that 
there would trouble ensue but they neglected all advice, Bogoo Ponditt 
[Baghu pandit] was seized and they obliged to pay the money for his release, 
since their departure our Chupra Mutsuddy Sumbonaut Imutasaddl Shambhu- 
nath] (Bogoo [Baghu] Ponditts [jjawfifs] son) has been seized and imprisoned 
on ibis same account they alledgiug that in tho agreement for Bogoo [Raghu] 
Pordius [pandit's] release there was 600 Bupees to bo ])aid in hand and 
2000 on the dispatch of our boats, for this 2000 rupees ho is seized and We have 
used our utmost Endeavours to get his Liberty but they have proved inoffco- 
tual and we do not ,sce ho will be cleared till said Sum is paid. Not being here 
at tiiiit time wo are entirely ignorant of what agreement was made. Golom- 
momud [f*Jiiilt7ni Muhammad] who was employ'd at the Durbarr [darddr] in 
this affair declares 7000 rupees was agreed to be paid but Peraun [Pran] says 
he never heard of more than five, whither the Gentlemen that wore here were 
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acquainted with his we know not but by what wo can learn Golom-momud 
[Gjiulam Muhammad] and Eoopchund [Rupchand] did agree to the payment 
of 7000 rupees at the Nabobs Durbar [darhcLr'], W e are daily importuned by 
Rogoo [fiaghu] Ponditt [pandit] to pay said sum for the release of his Son 
who Suffers for his obeying the orders of the Gentlemen that were here, w’o 
have told him we cant pay any Sum without your Honours orders with which 
he is obliged to be satisfied. Wo request your Honour will be pleased to 
take this affair into Consideration & send us orders what we must do therein, 
As soon as we received the Companys Books from Moss^^^ Browne & Barker Wo 
spoke to them concerning the 6000 rupees paid Account Rogoo [Raghu] Ponditt 
[pandit] and desired them to write said Sum back or wc must advise your 
Honour &o'^ thereof, they then excused it by saying the Nabob had made a 
demand for 2000 rupees for a Mossrnanny [mezhanl] & on Account of former 
Customs which reasons not being Satisfactory they at last pressed us to stay 
and make a thorough enquiry into the Affair before we wrote which wo 
consented to, & had not your Honour Ac'* order'd us to send you an Account of 
this Affair We should not have been so remiss in our Duty as to have 
Suffered such a Charge to pass without acquainting you thereof. 

The Attrophy [atnlfl] ‘ is a Duty taken by the Nabob from the Lunias 
[luniaa] ■ who boil the Salt Petre from every ffaotory so much money & Such a 
Quantity of Potre, this duty is generally fanned by some of the Inhabitants hero 
but last Year (Contrary to former Ciistome) Mess^’^ Browne and Barker agree[d] 
with Sheak Golom-mornud [Shokji (JJiulam MuhainmadJ to take a part thereof 
jointly with him. This they did on pretence of Securing our Assamys [asdnns] 
from any Trouble from the Government. At the foot of the Account of Salt Retro 
deliver’d as signed by them (Copy whereof comes enclosed) they have mentiond 
for Attrophy [atrSfl] la. per Md on 23259md. 21sr. 8ch. which amounts to Rupees 
1463-11-6 which they expected wo would charge in the Invoice & is the modiod they 
proposed the Company should be reimbnrst for what paid on that Account As it 
has never been a Custom for the Company to pay any such duty We could 
not consent to charging it in the Invoice nor that the Company should pay tho 
loss sustained i*y their farming it, a particular Account of what paid on tliat 
Account with what roceivd [by] your Honour &c*’' have here enclosed, Tlds 
money Peraun [Pran] paid by their order but in their Accounts have not given 
him Croditt for it alledging it was taken for tho Companys Account & they 
must pay it, Now wo have truly stated tho Case to your Honour <fec^ wo 
request your orders to whose Account this money must be charged, by farming 
this Duty there was generally some gain but the troubles in the Country this year 
have occasioned the Contrary which makes us question whether it was not taken 
with an eye to their own advantage, besides it appears strange to us, that 
if it was at first designed for the Companys account tho Sum advanced was 
not Charged to thorn, nor your Honour advised thereof.

which promise liis demand is founded, we have hitherto evaded the payment 
tho’ frequently pressed thereto by all our Assamys [^iu-anns^ who w^e are 
fearfull will not CoiiBeiit to Contract with us till some Satisfaction is made. 
We shall avoid paying it if possible and if we find it absolutely necessary 
to pay something shall adjust it as reasonable as we can. 

We have certain advises tliat Raja »]assoiii [Jaisimhaj has visited the 
King so aro in hopes these troubles will Soon be over. We hoar likewise 
that Oyrat t'awn [Ghairat J^ari] ^ and Ifydracooly Cawn [Haidar Quli Khrin] * 
are both bound this w'ay one tis reported is designed for this Suba Ship 
and tho other for Eliabass [Allahabad] in the room of Rajah 
Chivdaram [Chhabilah Ram] lately deceased,^ we are in hopes on the 
arrivall of a new Subah [subahJar^t Wo shall be able to adjust our business 
in much more reasonable termes. Our Maboli is now cut of tho City and 
its said is gone to fight the Kngenos [Ujairiis] > however ho has left a Deputy 
behind who fails not to oppress the Cily as much as if lie were liero himself. 

Our present A^’acqucll [val~tl] Roopchund [Rupchand] is very old and 
at present entirely depending on Golom-momud [(IJinbim AEuliammadj who 
we have reason to tliink has dune us many ill Offices, consequently he is 
unfitt to handle our business, We therefore request your Honour &c'» 
permission to displace him and if you approve thereof we will entertain 
JMnllmuckclumd [Mulikehand] who was one of tho A^acquoh [va/H/] at 
Court wdth Surman who gave him a very good Character, unless in the 
mean time we can hear of a more proper Person. 

At present we have not further to add than that we are with duo respect.

To the Sam cell Feakb Esq^* Gov^ of Fort William and President 

for Affairs of Iho Hoa^‘^'^ Company of Merchants of England trading to 
the East Indies &c * Conncill in Bengali. 

This reply to some Allegations in a Letter dated the 9*^'^ November 1719 
From Messrs Edward Stephenson <fc Tlio'^. Falconer In Patna is humbly 
directed & ofEerd to their Serious Consideration. 

That tho Civill reception and kind promises we had from the 
Nabob, was directly according to our Letterto the lIonb*‘‘ Governoiir <fc 
Councill, being Iho Nabobs publick declaration in the Adollutt ['addlat] 
before all the Kings officers & the Multitude, as to Dailarams [Dayalram's] 
or Golom-momuds [C liulilm Muhammad’s] service to tho Company 

before our arrivall we could not tell which was the greatest or whether any 
at all, unless wo ind‘^e by their iHattcring Letters which are always big 
with Seif interest. It might lloasonably be beleivcd they were both coii- 
cernd since their first Visit to us was together ushered in by Roopcliund 
[RupchaudJ Vacquell [vakil] & Perauu [IhanJ iUo Broker with whom they 
had been some days before, Both Perauu [Bran] the Broker and Koopchund 
[RupchandJ wore o£ opinion that 'Golom momud [Gludam Muhammad] was 
the Person of the greatest abilitys to Servo us, especially since the poor 
Oircumsiancos of Dailaram [Dajiilram] made it impracticable to link our- 
selves with him, This man is gomastah \ gumdshtah] to Fuckoer Chund 
[Fakirchand] of Ponypunt [Banipat], having brought his Masters Factory 
in Patna to the state of Bankruppey, In this pickle and only witli tho 
actjuaintance of a Single Visit ho told Us “ lie hoard we had brought a 
quantity of treasure with us, which he desired w’e would deliver into his 
“ ffactory & he would Creditt us for a Leek ndkh] of Rupees as occasion required 
•‘withall that wo would trust him with isOO pieces Ordinary Broad Cloth. 
I. had all imaginable reason to dread fciuch a Costly friendsliip, besides 
the further he served us, the deniall must becoino tho more diflieult, not 
jong after this accident Dailaram [Daynlram] w^as for misboheavioiir and 
iiisolveriey displaced and another Goniastoe [gu7]mslitah] arrived in his 
room, AVlicrefore his only employ at present is attending the Durbar 

[darhdr], renting Jaggoors [jdglrs] and being Security for the Jemidars 
f eaniinddi^sjt the lowest ebb that can attend a Merchant : Besides tho 

Nabob who was his patron in llelicity has lately had Chowkeys [chnuklji'\ 
upon him for hiii own Demands. 

To tho Gentlemens examination of tho 5000 rupees paid to the Nabob, Account 
Bogoo [Ragliu] Bonditt [paiulit]’. I beg leave to make the following reply. 

The Nabob who is liimsdl a man of prey and more inclined to oppress than

^Farral^siyar] & was followed by the setting up three Princes successively 
as such accidents put tlie whole Kingdom into Convulsions so the greatest 
irregularities and Abuses are to be fear’d for tins reason I humbly conceive 
it was more our Interest to Court the Nabobs favour who without tho times 
has a naturall faloulty of injustice, under this umbrage I proceeded to tho 
aurungs [auran^s'\ & brought in near 40000rs. of the Honb^^ Oompanys goods 
esteemed much safer under the Suba [siihahddr] than the Jemidars [zamlnddrsjt 
the latter not being troubled with the very shew of honesty, neither did tho 
Nabob omitt tacking an Expence to his Civility, Frequently asking, “will you 
pay me nothing for my protection? Compare the difference with tho last 
Interregnum.’^ And indeed he put tho matter in Execution with the whole City 
before it came to our turn, There being neither Dutch, other Merchant or 
Shropk {sdrr(if~\ that had not upon some pretence or another been mulcted 
from 5 to 16000 rupees. During this Scries of abuses tho Nabob at the instiga- 
tion of the Durbar [darhdr] Harpeys required us to give an obligation not to buy 
Ophium without tho City and accordingly, someliiucs confining and always 
pressing our Vacquel [vjikU\ Old Roopchund [Rupchand] finding mo averse to 
the innovation, of his own head wrolo an obligation which Sooty [Siiti] Deloll 
Idalldl] shewing M**. Browne and me, before its delivery, M^’* Browne by my 
advice tore it, forbidding any such presumption for the future. Hero I believ'd 
it requisite maturely to reflect on those growing abuses & that instead of 
Clearing the old former pishcash ipes^ihanh^ promised by the Nabob, we were 
siibraiiting to impositions never heard off, and which, altho that was not directly 
a branch of the C'ompanys Trade, yet must speedily affect all other 

particulars When the Merchants Petre Hassamys [a-sawis] A Shopkeepers, would 
with the Expectation of Selling to us themselves bribe the Nabob not fo Suffer 
us to buy Salt Potre !’■*. goods without tho City, & to render it the more 
plausible that this would enhaunce the Nabobs custom of Budrecca [badt’aqah'},^ 
which he always receives from the Merchants but cannot from us who have the 
Protection of the King's Phirmauud [farmdn]j From that time tho Nabobs 
demands grew cool & upon only asking to bring in a small Quantity (more for 
musters than anything else) Golommomud [Ghulam Muhammad] the Nabobs 
minion Sooty Deloll [Su(i dallal] & others told us & Poraun [Pran] we had the 
Nabobs permission, in tlio month of June the Budrecca Droga [hadraqah 
ddroi^ah'] Abdell Hosseiii [‘Abdul Husain] seizd Rogoo [Raghu] Ponditt 
[pandit] upon his going from the Factory to his house in Futtua 
[Fatuha] From whence being carry ed to Patna the first demand was

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for cheating the King of 60000 rupees Custom by screening sundry Merchants 
trade and investments, next ensued a demand for his son Otmarams 
[itmaram’s] wifes being after a publick manner in adultery with Peraun 
[Fran] the Broker, (Peraun [Pran] being likewise look't after and not 
daring to stirr out of the Factory in the day for scverall months) but as the 
offender Praun [Pran] the Broker was not procurable tlioy descended to a 
demand Account buying Ophium, To which reply was made l hal if I hey could 
prove it upon him, the persons or goods produced, Ho was content to pay a hue, 
But in truth ho had not above three or four and that not l)ougkt in a publick 
manner, but secretly by Iiis own Servant in order to deliver in Afterwards at the 
markett price, From henco ensued ill usage to the person imprisoned, not 
suffering him to set or lay down restraining his Victualls tying up for the whip 
Ac' all which continuing above a month & bringing the old Man to Deaths 
door, I say those reasons with the thought that the wliole Cloth Investment was 
. under his Charge in Futtua [Fntuha], the making up of which was at an entire 
Stop & that at this particular time of an interregnum wo had no force to protect 
our ffactorys or selves ; wc were against my inclinations constrained to pay the 
money thereby preventing any violent liands being laid on our other Gomastoos 
[qiima^htah^ & Servants who were investing the llon'’''^ Companys money at

and Testaments hy me heretofore made. I Eecommend my Soul into the Hands 
of Almighty God my mcrcyfull Creator trusting in the merritts & through 
the mediation of my llcdeemcr Jesus Christ to obtain free pardon of my Sins 
and a Joyfull resurrection to Etcrnall Life, my Body I cornmitt to the Earth to 
be decently interr’d at the Discretion of my Executor hereafter mention’d. 

1 The Kov. .1 oshua Thonilms«»n was horn in Poole in Yorkshire, and wont to school at Ijoods. 
On July 5, 1092, at the figo of 17, ho matricubted at Cambridge as a inemhor of Christ’s 
College. Ho grad anted B.A, in 1G95, and M.A. in 1099. In 1707 ho became the Company’s 
Chaplain at St. Helena. Appointed to succeed Brierclille, ho arrived in Calcutta on January 
23, 1720. See Hyde’s Parvchml Annals of Be/iffal, p. 75. 
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As for what wordlj Estate it hath pleased God to intrust me withall my 
Just Debts andfunerall Charges being paid I give and bequeath as follows. 

To my Sister Lydia Cook I give thirty Pounds or two hundred and Forty 
Kupees and to ray Sister Ann Clark the same to be paid them as soon as conve- 
niently can be after my Decease & to as many of each of their Children that may 
Jive to be of age or marry twenty pounds apiece and as I expect one or two of.

Fordwich and Ilannover arriving Them this season from Europe both 
which They have dispatch’d fully laden for Great Brittain the former 
from Oallicut the 3**^ February, but the Hannover made it the 19*^ of 
March before she left Carwarr, So they are apprehensive she must winter 
at Madrass, 

The Tcwnsend consign’d them from the Governour &c^- at Fort 
S^- George with Kintledge and Twenty Thousand Pagodas for a Cargoe 
of Pepper they dispatch’d from Their Coast the ninteenth February. 

They advise the Hon^lo Court of Directors have given the Servants 
of their Presidency a liberty of remitting money from hence by Bill 
paying mto Their Cash here a Current Eupee for Two Shillings and 
Nino Pence and request that John Saunders may pay in the Sum 
of one Thousand Six Hundred Bombay Rupees And have Bills of 
Exchange given for Account of M**- John Horne.

or otherwise they’l send force to do it for us.

last will and Testament in manner and form following ; that is to say First and 
principally I commend rny Soul to Almighty God My Creator, assuredly beloiv- 
ing that I shall receive full pardon and free Ecmission of my Sins, and to be 
saved by the protioua Death and Merits of my blessed Saviour and Eedeemer 
Christ J esus, and my Body to the Earth from whence it was taken, to be buried

Greaves whom I hereby appoint in Conjunction with my Brother John Greaves

I. GOVETINOTI EEAKE AND HTS FA^IILY.^ 

The Feake family is said to bo an ancient one. and the name, T believe, 
is to be traced in the records of tlie old city companies. Ii] the l^uTi'cy 
Visitation of 1623 there is mention of an Edward Feake at “ Godestonc/’ 
and in 1667 wo can tiace a Samuel Feake, who is ]n‘obabIy the father of 
the Governor of Foit William. After his retiromcMit to Eii, inland, Samuel 
Feake purchased ‘^Sheeiing TTall Farm.’’ the New Ifouse Farm, and the 
Manor of Sheering Hall in County Essex, ajid in 172ej added a new front 
to the Old House. >vhi(jh was hereafter known as “ Darrin<gtoii House.” 
It is ri'lated that ilie property had been purchased in ]722> bv Robert 
(liestei', oiM^ of tlie Dii’ectors of the bubble South Sea Company, and 
thav, whe]) juoperty was declared by Act of Parliament to Ix; forfeited, 
Samuel Feake was tmabled to |)ur(;hase a hoiiso had coveted sincie the 
days of his boyjiood. 

Feake’s iiiarriage with Ann Hampton of tin* llanipfojis of Hanip(h*ii 
has been mentioned in 1ln* Introduction. Tlie mariiage cannot be traced 
in either the register (umipiled by Archdeacon. Hyde from the recrn:ds 
preserved at the India Ollice, nor in i\rrs. l\‘uuyV Mairiaifcs at Fori St. 
(rcoiye. Madiffs, It may havt taken place at (dssim bazar. Of ( aptain 
Thomas Newlaud, Ajui Hampton’s fust hnsband, I can lind no mention : 
nor can trace the burial ol his daughter, aged .>ix, iir Arciideacou 
ilvvle's register. The births ol Samuel Feake’s cliildreu have be(*u 
dealt Avith in the Tjitroduction to the X)resejit work. 

After his retirement, Samuel Feake became a member of tlie Court 
of Directors. His name occurs eighth on the list of the Directors win* 
in 1752 appointed J. Z. .Hohvell, then in England, to “the post of Zemin- 
dar, and 12th in Council at F\)it AVilliam.** 

The elder (laughter. Aim Cliarlotte. i r the age of (in, married her 
gardener John Cruse in 1783, but in her will she retained the name of 


^ Based on infonuatioii kindly supplied liy Aliss L. AL Atisfoy. 
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Feake. The family chronicler^ records that of this romance, ''very 
little love and a great deal of roguery would be shown in the course of 
that story if I gave it in detail.” By her will Mrs. Cruse, or Mrs. Cruse 
Feake, left the half of the Barrington property that had come to her 
to the children of her husband, " should he marry a respectable person 
with not less than £3,000.” The chronicler adds "he did marry in 1813 
one Rebecca Smith, but it is very doubtful whether her fortune of £3,000 
was not arranged by her relatives in a colourable manner.” Two 
daughters were born to Mr. Joln\ Cruse by this second marriage, and, 
although the name Feake was adopted as a prenomen by their respective 
husbands, nothing prospered. Feake Martin died insolvent in 1877, and 
George Feake Pavit, after some grandeur at the Hall, " was obliged to 
^ive it up and go out as a bailiff.” 

The other moiety of the Essex property had passed to Mary, the 
youngest daughter of the Governor. She died on 14th April 1803, and 
her estate, in which she had intended her sister (deceased in 1800) to 
have a life interest, passed one half to a Mrs. Ilollingberry for her life and 
then to her daughter Mrs. Glyn, and the other half to Colonel Glyn for 
his life and afterwards to Mrs. Glyn. 

The inscription on the monument to Samuel Feake and liis wife in 
Henliam Cluirch runs as follows:- - 

Sacred to the Memory of 
Samuel Feake, Esq., 
formerly President and Governor of 
Foit William, Calcutta, Bengal, 
in the East Indies, 
and late Chairman of the 
Honorable East India' Company, 
descended from the ancient family of 
Feake 

in the Coimty of Surrey. 

He was Lord of the Manor 
and also the Manor j'of 
Chiclme}" Rectory of PIcdgeden Commons, 

Sheering and Harlow, all in this County. 

I le was endowed with all the Graces that adorn the 
Gentleman and Christian. 

1(3 W E. Giya, Esq. 
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His impartial depoAmcnt to all mankind 
and instructive conversation and address 
gained the esteem of all that knew him. 
lie married Ani\e, Daiightei* and Heir of 
Jolin Hampton of Hampdeji, 
of Fort St. George, Madras, 

(Relict of Captain Thomas Newland, 
by whom slie had one daughter, Anne, 
who (lied in India, aged 6 velars). 

She died on board the Devonshire East Indiaman 
on her passage to Ejigland, JOtli May 1723, aged 31, 
about seven leagues Jioith latitude. 

He died in London, Kith* June 1757, aged 75, and was 
buried in a vault near this marble. 

Having had issue by his said wife, 

5 sons and 2 daughtiu’s, viz. : 

1st, Samuel Feakc, of Dairington House in 
the Parish of Sheejing, Esquire, 
who died unmarried 30th October 1771, aged 63, 
and was burkd with his father. 

2nd, Thomas Feake, died in fndia, aged 6 months. 

3rd, Thomas Feake, Esq., Chief of Dacca, in the 
East Indies, 7th October 1751. 

1th, Charles Feake, m.d., Physhnan to Guys Hospital, Londoji, 
(lied unmarried 2nd August 1702, buried with his father. 

5th, Nathaniel Feake, died in India, 
aged about 6 years. 

Anne Charlotte (wife of Jonathan Cruse of 
Darrington House, Es(piire), and 
Mary Feakc, are the only surviving issue of 
the above Governor Feake. 

Anne Charlotte Cruse, 
as a testimony of duty and affection 
for her parents, erected this 
Monument to their Memory, MDCCXC. 

The monument to Samuel Feake is on the north wall of the chancel 
outside the altar rails. Above the uiscription there is a modelled swan 
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and white ship with tlie motto Dieu esl la Supreme. Above are three 
hatehmonts. On the south wall, a monument commemorates Mary 
IVake : - 

Sacred 

to the Memory of Mary Feake, 

Daughter and Co-heiress of Samuel Feake, Esquire, 
President and Governor of 
Foit William, Calcutta, Pengal. 

She died April 14th, 1803, aged 82 years, 
and was buried in the family vault. 

Phis Tablet is erected by 
Henrietta Elizabeth Sackville Glyn, . 

Edict of Colonel Thomas Glyn, 
as a sincere testimony 
of her gratitude and esteem. 

The tomb of Thomas Feake is to be foun.d in the picturesque grave- 
yard at Dacca. It bears the inscription : — 

Here luvs the body of 
Thomas Feake, 
late Chief ( f Dac'ca, 

Obit 7th October 1750, 

/Et., 32. 

There are tablets to the memory of John ai\d Mary Feake (1718) 
in the pavement of the old Portuguese Church in the neighbourhood of 
Dacca. It may be coi\jectured that these two persons were children of 
Thomas Feake, Chief of Dacca. In certain District Eecords, I cannot 
at present trace, I find a Collector of either Dina jpur or Eangpur, about 
the year 1781, contributing to the bupport of an indigent person of the 
name of Feake. 

Samuel IL\kwooi>, mentioned in this volume, died in 1722, and left 
the whole of his estate to Thomas. secoi\d son of Governor Feake. 
Charles Hampton, whom we find at Cossimbazar with Feake in 1717, 
arrived as a writer in the Company’s Service in 1709, and was probably 
a near relation of Mrs. Feake. 



II. SHORT BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


Barnavill, Captain Anthonv. Colonel Davidsoii Love tells us 
that Antony Coyle de Barnaval, of Irish descent, was in 1715 Captain of 
the ship Colloway, tradiixg between Madras and Manila. He married 
Antonia de Carvallo. 

Cave, Captain Hen in:, Master of Attendance in 1721. Burial 
Register, June 8th, 1727. CouH to Bengal, 21st February 1729: ''Wo 
take notice by your 1 29th paragraph of the death of Captain .Henry 
Cave, your fonnor Gunner and Master of Attendance, and that you have 
a|)pointod Captain Tliomas Snow to succeed to liirn. We are glad to 
hear the good character you give him, and therefore conlirm your choice. 
Wr are sorry to hear the bad circumstances Ca])tain (Vive died in, and are 
surpris(*d to hear his debts amount to so considc'rabh' a sum as upwards 
of one liuiidred thousand rupees." The Captain married on June 19th, 
172J, Mrs. Elizalieth Fagnal, Avho on 18tli November 1736, married 
William Archdeacon, and on 26th January 1739, Jonathan Ranson. 

(JoLLET, JosKiMi. Til 1711 Joseph Collet had been appointed 
Deputy Goviu’nor of Fort Marlborough (Be coolen). He was transferred 
to Aiadras as 2ud of (Vnincil in August 1716. On 18th January 1720 
he nuuh* (*ver charge to Francis Hastings, and sailed for England on 
the King Willunn, (Japtain flames Winfer. See Davidson Love : Ves/iges 
of Old Vo). 11, p. 152, e/ seq. 

Eyre, flouN. Eyre died on Hie 20t]i April 1722. and Jolin 
8tai3khoiise succeeded him as Bakhshi. His first marriage, 31st March 
1715, was to a widow Mrs. Philadelphia Fleetwood, who died al. Ballasor 
and was buried on the 3rd November 1715. For ( lie Fleetwood fajuily 
consult Davidson Love’s VcsViges of Old Madras. On h'ebruary 10th, 
1721, Eyre married Martha Rainbow, perhaps a daughter of the Senior 
Pilot, John Rainbow, who was buried 22nd December 1722. The second 
Mrs. Eyre was buried on 17tli March 1728. 

Falconer, Thomas, was born in KScotland on the 23rd March 1698. 
His father was John Falconer, i “ of the family of Falconer of Phesdo,”

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who, by his marriage (at Edinhuighf 14th February 1681) with Mary, 
daughter of JohnDalmahoy (second son of Sir John Dalmahoy) had four 
sons — (1) John, died young ; (2) James (Lieutenant R. N.) ; (3) Thomas, 
the subject of this note, and (4) William, Recorder of ChesterJ 
Mrs. Falconer having left her husband, on account of a difference of 
religion, brought her three sons (James, Tliomas, and William) to Chester, 
where she had relatives. Her mother was Rachael, daughter of Tliomas 
Wilbraham, Esq., of Nantwich, County Che,shire. 

On December 8th, 1708, when only in his eleventh year, Tliomas 
Falconer was appointed^ a writer in the East India Company, and his 
securities were Ralph and Stephen Wilbraham, of Dorfold, Cheshire. 

lie arrived at Fort William in January 1710, and was stationed in 
the Secretary’s office,^ at a salary of £5 jier annum.^ A report con- 
cerning the factors and writers of the Company sent to the Court of 
Directors (December 1712) says “ can complain of none for ill-behaviour 
or immorality : all behaved well ; wiUms three persons : Crisp, Stevenson, 
and Falconer.”® 

In the present volume, Falconer appears as Junior Merchant in 
1719. On 25th June he is appointed 2nd at Patna, under Edward 
Edward Stephenson, who seems to have arrived in Bengal nearly two 
months after Falconer, but counted as bis senior, and on the 2ud February 
1714 had been, by order of the Court, advanced one whole year in the 
service. In August 1720, Stephenson and Falconer, both at that time 
at Patna, obtained rapid promotion, for William Spencer (arrived 1699) 
aiid John Eyre (arrived 1701) had been “ objected against ” by the 
Court of Directors ; Samuel Brown di.smissed, and Coteswoith declared 
incompetent by the Governor and Council. Consequently Falconer, at 
the age of twenty-three, became 9th of Council. In December 1720 he 
becomes Bakhshi. In 1 722 he is Export Warehousekeeper. In that year 
Henry Frankland and John Surman returned to Bengal as 3rd and 4th in 
Council, and in August we fiird a “ general exchange of offices ” : —

In the year 1725-26 Falconer was Church Warden of St. Anne’s. He 
returned to England in 1729, and died in the year following at Warwick 
Court, Holborn. The arms of his family (“ a hawk’s head issuing out 
of a man’s heart proper, between three mullets azure ”) are said to be 
still faintly visible on his tomb. The inscription on his tomb in the new 
burial ground of St. George’s, Brunswick Square, ran as follows - 

“ In this vault lies the body of Thomas Falconer, Esq., descejided 
from an ancient and honourable family of the same name in 
Scotland, who after having been employed 18 years by the 
Honoural)le East India Company at Bengal, returned to 
England in 1729 with the just reward of his extensive skill and 
honest industry in commerce ; and established a good name and 
a very ample fortune, with that rare facility (sic) and large- 
ness of mind that knew the pleasure of possessing only from 
the power it gave him of dispensing, of being generous to his 
acquaintances, grateful to his friends, and charitable to Ihe 
poor ; with the same sound Church of England principles in 
religion that he took with him from home, and in which ho 
died on the 25th of January 1729, in the .‘15th year of his age. 
To the memory of her much beloved son, his mother erected 
this monument.”* 

In his will, dated 21st January 1729, Falconer left £10,000 to his 
mother, £6,000 (at 2 shillings and 6 pence per rupee) to the Honourable 
United Company of Merchants trading to the East Indies, £500 to his 
god-daughter, Mary Feake, daughter of Samuel Feake, £2,0(M) in charity 
to the poor, £250 for the benefit of his servant Antelope, ‘‘ whom 1 brought 
from India,” and who is to be brought up in the Christian Faith. 

The will is printed in Bengal, Past and Present, Vol. V, p. 49, ajid 
also the undertaker’s bill am< unting to £141-14-11. Some of the 
items in the latter are curious, e.g., the sixty-four men who carried 
wax branch ” lights in the funeral procession.

GvfforDj Willtam. The story of the massacre at Anjengo in 1721 
is told by Colonel Davidson Love (Vestiges of Old Madras, Vr‘I. II, p. 214) 

'' Gyfl’ord, who probably belonged to the family whi(!h had given Madras 
a Governor in the preceding century, sot out on the 1 1th April, with his 
factors and the greater part cf the garrison, for Attingah to make the 
usual presents to the queen. The party was treacherously attacked by the 
natives. Gyfford himself was murdered in a most barbarous manner 
and onlv a few sorely wounded survivors crawled back to tell the tale. 
Gunner Ince, though not the senior officer, assumed command of the 
remnant of the garrison, sent Airs. Gyfford ajul the other women on 
board a coui\try vessel, and, with the aid of reinforcements from Callicut, 
bravely sustained a siege which was not raised till the following October. 

Mrs. Katharine Gyfford, who, though oidy twenty-six years 

of age, had already experienced the tender mercies of Ajigria and had 
been (bree times a widow, was ludd responsible lor liei* late liusband’s 
debts to the Company, She proceeded to Bengal ^ to live with her rela- 
tions,’ and there met Commodore Alatthews, to whom sJie appealed for 
protection against the claims of the Bombay Government. Matthews 
carried lier to Bombay in the Lyo)K and afterwards to England, when 
cross suits were filed between her and the Company. At a later date 
Mrs. G vfford returned to Madras, where she died in 1715. ’ Colonel Davidson 
Love tells us that the lady was a daugliter of Captain Gorrard Cboke, 
Gunner o\ Fort William, and had come out to India when M years old 
with her parents. See Biddulpli : Tlfe Pirates of Malabar and an 
Englislnvoman in India (1907). Some paj)ers comiected with Matthews 
and Airs. Gyfford appear in the fragment cf Dr. Wilson’s fonith volume of 
the Annals. She was a sister of Thomas Cooke.

fn lOSO, at the time when tlie Knglish had been driven from Dengal, 
Vizagap; tarn \vas seized by the Mughal Forces, and tin; ClihJ and 
John Staples, Messrs. Hall and Croke were killed. The lady was perhaps 
the daughter of the Afr. Crooke killed at Vizagajiatam. Mrs. JViiuy (p. 0) 
identifies tlie George Crooke wlio mairied Lucy Field on 25th vSept(miber 
1.089 with George ( Voke, and says that his son. was Kdward (.'rook, whose 
daughter, the famous Begum Johnson, is so famous in ('alcutta history. 
On Mrs Johnsoi\'s tomb it is stated that “ Edward Crook ” was 
“ (governor of Fort St. David. ” A list of Madras servants of 1751 shows 
that he was in that year aged 02. On September 0th, 1 7 18, the burial 
is recorded of Mi.^'s Grace Crook of Fort St. David. 

Oadham, Mr. a civil servant of the name of Catesbey Oadham 
appears in Colonel Davidson Love’s Vefitiges of Old Madros, where it is 
stated (Vol. IL f). 187) he “ came out as Assay Master in 17L), maiTied 
Mary English in 1717. and was subsequently appointed Sea Customer 
He died in 1723, and his tombstone is by St. Alary’s (.Fnrcli.” 
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8a‘adtullaii Khan confirmed as^Nawab of the Carnatic in 1713. 
The Siirman Mission had succeeded in obtaining from the Emperor 
Eurrukhsiyar the request of the Madras Council for certain villages, 
the possession of which had been resumed by the Nawab’s Government 
in 1711. Sa‘iidutullah demajided that the farman should be produced 
for his inspection, but Governor Collet, rather than let the document 
pass out of his hands, determined to capture the villages by force, which 
was done in September 1717. Sa'Mtullah Khan died in 1732. 

Westcott, Captain George. Colonel Davidson Love {Op. Cii., Vol. 
II, p. 323), shows that the Captain was the father of Foss Westcott, who 
joined the Madras Civil Service in 1740, and was one of the Commis- 
sioners in 1749, received Madras back from the French. George, a son of 
Foss by his wife {nee Ann Fye), was Senior Member of the Madras Board 
of Revenue and died at Madras in 1809 at the age of 61. A son of the 
last, also George, was in 1807 a Captain in the 67th Regiment at Trichin o- 
poly. ifrooke Foss AVestcott, the distinguished theologian, and Bishop 
of Durham, is a descendant of Captain (leorge Westcott, and the family 
is at the i)rese]it day represented in India by the Bishops of Lucknow 
and Chota Nagpur, sojis of Bishop B. F. Westcott of Durham.
